WHAT WILL MEASURE 2 DO? 

Measure 2 limits the ability of state and local government to raise 
revenues from property taxes, income taxes, assessments, user fees, service 
charges and any other taxes, fees or charges that would increase revenues. 

Measure 2 would cause a decrease in revenues now available to schools 
and local govts. equal to the actual amount of property tax reductions, 
would not reguire that any specific governmental service be continued 
would require the Legislature to continue property tax relief to renters 
from state funds, and would exempt Federal Social Security benefits from 
state and local taxes. 
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Measure 2, the property tax limitation measure, has been defeated 3 
times in the past 6 years and is back on the ballot again this year. — 

Supposedly designed to benefit the taxpayers by limiting property taxes, 
it can only harm Oregon commmities by limiting important services like the 
police, the fire dept., and the paramedics. It would limit funding for 





higher education, which is essential to the American way of life. 

The Oregon Student Lobby(OSL), and many other organizations, are opposing 
Ballot Measure 2. The OSL represents seven institutions in the Oregon 
State System of Higher Education. 

Maintaining high standards of education, on government funding, is already 
tough enough. But the passage of Ballot Measure 2 may be the final, crippling, 
blow. 

Therefore, for Oregon's sake, we the ASBI Board of Directors urge you to 
vote NO on Ballot Measure 2 in this coming November's general election.
